WORLD NEWS

Johannesburg - Tuesday the 
whites-only referendum on 
constitutional change was 
held. What was expected to 
be a close race, whether to 
abolish apartheid or not 
ended up witha68.8% 'Yes' 
vote. This will give the coun- 
try's 30 million blacks the 
right to vote. It is hoped that 
this new governmental 
stance will lead to less vio- 
lence as over 1 1 ,000 people 
have been killed in South 
Africa since the 1970's. Yet 
the day after the supporters 
of the INCATA and ANCY 
staged violent demonstra- 
tions. 

Buenos Aires - The bombing 
of the Israeli embassy in the 
downtown capital has left 
28 dead any numerous oth- 
ers missing and suspected 
dead. No one has claimed 
responsibility for the bomb- 
ing, although officials from 
Paraguay told Argentine 
leaders it suspected Germa- 
ny's leftist Red Army fac- 
tion, which had left for 
Buenos Aires on Monday. 

Escobar ploy - Last week it 
was discovered by 
Salvadoran officials that a 
murder plot had been se- 
cretly developed to kill ex- 
drug lord Pablo Escobar. The 
Colombian drug lord was 
extradited to the United 
States in 1 989 in connection 
with several murders and 
drug trafficking charges. In 
addition to four Salvadoran 
army pilots two American's 
were arrested before the plot 
was carried out. 

SGA NEWS

The SGA council has al- 
most unanimously voted 
for the new constitution. 
The new blue print actively 
addressed the controversal 
issue of LOCS under rep- 
resentation on the council. 
There was a concern raised 
to amend it even further. 
Mark Green however con- 
cluded that the next two 
council meetings will not 
be lengthy enough to 
accomodate those further 
issues. 



PC Government Hacking 
Students Once Again 



Mazankowski -in his first budget- 
claimed that "the government 
launched its prosperity initiative last 
year as a broadly based consulta- 
tion process". The chairperson of 
the Canadian Federation of Stu- 
dents Kelly Lamrock was not as 
enthusiastic: "the continued freeze 
in transfer payments for post sec- 
ondary education means that bil- 
lion dollars will be cut by 1995." 

However, the elimination of 
3% tax on students loans was a 
relative victory, marred by the de- 
cision to eliminate the six month 
interest subsidy for graduating stu- 
dents. Despite the fact that more 
than 90% of all student borrowers 
repay their Canada student loans, 
the government is worried that they 
will be defaulting. Perhaps that's 
justifiable in the current economic 
conditions. 



Especially when the federal 
government has yet to announce 
the budget for Canada's summer 
employment program for students, 
known as the Challenge Initiative. 
Since its inception in 1985, the 
Challenge Initiative budget has been 
announced in February. There has 
been no announcement of any kind. 
The Spending Estimates released 
after the federal budget had no 
mention of it either. It appears that 
there will be less students finan- 
cially capable to obtain post sec- 
ondary education. 

There has been also a ques- 
tionable structural decision to merge 
the social Science and Humanities 
Research Council. This will par- 
ticularly affect the graduate stu- 
dents.

Mexican Plants 

Suspected in Deaths of 

Newborn Babies

The rise in infant mortality 
has been brought to the attention of 
authorities in Brownsville Texas. 
Within 36 hours three babies were 
born without brains.These babies 
were effected by a rare birth defect 
known as anencephaiy. The pri- 
mary symptoms of this condition 
leaves the babies without brains, 
and for those who do, the brain is 
highly under-developed. 

Within the past two years a 
record number of 28 women in and 
around Brownsville (population 
98,000) have given birth to 
anencephalous babies. This is more 
than, 6 times the U.S. average. 

Brownsville Texas is one of 
the many states in which birth de- 
fects are not registered. This has 
been one of the main reasons why 
the problem was not discovered 
earlier. 

The outbreak of cases 
prompted the center for Disease 
Control, based in AUanta, to start 
an investigation as to why so many 
children have been born 
anencephalously. 

Brownsville doctors point 
the finger at factories across the 
Rio Grande river which divides 
Texas and Mexico. The Mexican 
border-town of Matamoros is the 
hub of cross border manufacturing. 

Doctors and lawyers are 
looking at the smokestacks and 
emissions drains as the main cul- 
prits in the rise in birth defects. 

All along the Rio Grand one 
can see the dismal environmental 
nightmare as industrial waste flows 
directly into the river and turns the 
water fluorescent pink. In a land fill 
near Matamoros, toxic fibers and 
plastics smolder in the open air 
producing a mysterious cloud that 
drifts over the city. 

The U.S. owned plants that 
thrive on this border town enjoy 
cheap labour, tax breaks and incen- 
tives, and loose pollution laws. On 
the Mexican side of the Rio Grande 
these plants operate in a 3,200 
kilometer stretch, which has more 



than desuoyed the environment 
there. 

"We don't know what the 
byproducts of these factories are, 
it's difficult to get information about 
that The Environmental Protection 
Agency hasn't the money to mount 
a large scale investigation into the 
extentofpollution. But it's too early 
to jump to any conclusions that the 
environment is responsible ..." 
said Dr. James Cheek of the Center 
for Disease Control. 

The irony of the situation is 
that the United States has just re- 
cently signed a deal with Mexico in 
which these factories will become 
more and more powerful so much 
so that they may be able to make the 
government turn it's head. 

Casimiro Vasqucz, a resi- 
dent of Brownsville who lives 
within a kilometer of the Rio 
Grande, had his daughter, Bianca, 
born with spina bifda, a neuraltube 
defect related to anencephaiy. Mr. 
Vasquez said that, "When I saw 
this big sack of nerves on her back 
I thought maybe it was meant to be. 
But now I think it must be some- 
thing in the air or water that caused 

it" 

All this is occurring while 
Canada is on the fast track to nego- 
tiations in order to produce a North 
American Free Trade zone. No 
doubt, the matters of health and 
pollution are being neglected. To 
most people they are only aware of 
the Canadian and Mexican Free 
Trade deal, yet the Americans have 
already signed another deal with 
Honduras and are working on a 
deal with Venezuela. If they re- 
ceive these deals they will have the 
Canadian natural resources, Mexi- 
can labour, agricultural goods from 
Central America, and oil from Ven- 
ezuela. Under the protection of the 
GATT and trade block formations 
the Americans found a way to reach 
their manifest destiny irregardless 
of the social, economic, and envi- 
ronmental impacts. 
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Approaching the Inner Circle of Thought 



Lately, I've been driving 
myself to the edge of my sanity, 
banging my head against the ab- 
stract structure known as the "sys- 
tem", because somehow I blame it 
for all of the problems that I have 
being an individual in this society. 
In many ways, I thought that my 
thoughts went against the status 
quo of societal conditioning and 
that somehow, my convictions were 
revolutionary, or at least rebellious. 
In some ways this may be true. 

Some examples of these 
thoughts are as follows: 

I see most of the common 
media s propaganda created toward 
furthering societal control over our 
thoughts and desires. This can be 
seen in a variety of instances, espe- 
cially advertising. 

I see the United States as a 
power-hungry, megalomaniacal 
country that loves nothing more 
than exercising its apparent mili- 



tary prowess on trumped-up, pre- 
tend-threat, evil, dictator-of-the- 
moment types that the U. S., itself, 
has created in order to show the rest 
of us how good they are. 

I see the school system as an 
equal evil, forcing students to con- 
form and blend until all quality of 
differentiation has been removed. 

These are just brief exam- 
ples of where I have been search- 
ing, butFve been leftfeeling empty 
and more frustrated. As well, I've 
come to recognize that saying all 
these things really is less than say- 
ing anything at all.

So it 
seems that the only way to change 
things in a permanent way, it to 
make a change within ourselves. 

Bono says it best when he 
sings, "I can't change the world, 
but I can change the world in me."

Questions We Must Answer First 



College students have a 
higher drinking level than their 
age counterparts, drinking 
more often and more heavily 
than others their age who don't 
attend college. Students go to 
an average of two parties a 
week, spending an average of 
1 1.5 hours a week at parties. A 
study by Michael Mof fit shows 
the average student spending 
four hours a day "hanging out," 
during which he or she usually 
drinks. 

Of the students in this 
study,57%ofthemenand33% 
of the women report being 
binge drinkers ("binge drink- 
ing" is defined as the consump- 
tion of five or more drinks in a 
row). More than half of these 
students binge-drink more than 
once a week; 10% of binge 
drinkers report getting into 
trouble with the police; and al- 
most one-fifth of male binge 
drinkers damage property. 

In addition, almost half 
of the college freshmen report 
being drunk at least once in the 
last month. Ninety percent of 



these freshmen are resident stu- 
dents, so they are assumed to 
be traditional-age students, 
therefore underage. They usu- 
ally drink in private settings: 
their rooms, their friends ' room, 
residence halls , and sorority and 
fraternity homes. As a result, 
23% of the men and 14% of the 
women engage in unplanned 
sexual activity. Because of this 
sexual activity, there are fights 
in and about dorm rooms, and 
many students are out looking 
for another place to sleep sev- 
eral nights a week. 

I believe that women 
who must find alternative sleep- 
ing arrangements run a higher 
risk of being victims of date 
rape and sexual assult. Even 
though a man and a women 
agree to stay together on a non- 
sexual basis, her consent to 
sleep in the same room is taken 
as a different message by an 
intoxicated male. In the morn- 
ing he is shocked to find him- 
self accused, and she is angry 
or distressed to acknowledge 
herself as a victim. 
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furniture - you name it, 
PAK MAIL will ship it. 
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But the events of perpe- 
tration/victimization are impul- 
sive. I would like to suggest 
that there is a more pressing 
problem: the fact that there are 
no modifying social forces to 
influence the drinking behavior 
of students. I would also pro- 
pose that the environment is 
part of the problem. The stu- 
dent community is not part of 
the same academic community 
as the more mature adults. It is 
a seperate, diverse community 
that is quite unrelated and 
uninfluenced by the more ma- 
ture members of the university 
community-the faculty and 
staff. Students have not learned 
to regard faculty as significant 
others who may influence their 
out-of-class behavior. In addi- 
tion, we have created physical 
environments where there is 
very little likelihood that the 
faculty member and the stu- 
dent will meet at any time after 
class. 

I submit to you that cam- 
pus crime is related to this 
unique environment and is not 
necessarily a continuation of 
the violence in the surround i ng 
community. Certainly the back- 
drop of a violent society forms 
some sort of stimulus, but 1 
propose that much of the prob- 
lem is internal, a function of 
the university's uniqueness. 

We must answer two 
questions before we solve such 
a problem. First, how does 
drinking become such an ex- 
cessive behavior for so many 
students? And second, how can 
we expect students to create a 
sane environment without the 
influence of significant adults- 
not as parents, but as a pres- 
ence and guide?

Cold Comfort: Laughs and Chills The Last Voice in the 



Cold Comfort, playing at the 
Sudbury Theatre Centre until 
April 5, provides a true 
evening of theatre. This is the 
kind of play theatre people go 
to see. Sure, it has been done 
on film but live this play will 
grab you, shake you up, and 
leave you exhausted, and 
there is no escaping for pop- 
corn or powder rooms. 
Cold Comfort by Canadian 
playwright Jim Garrard has 
not lost any of its impact since 
its first production several 
years ago. The story is the 
young daughter and travel- 
ling salesman joke, gone bad. 
What is so chilling about this 
play is that it could happen. 
Civilization wears thin in the 
cold. This is a great suspense 
play keeping the audience 
dangling between horror and 
humor. 

STC artistic director Gordon 
McCall, who is costume de- 
signer and director on this 
production, is both chilling 
and funny as Floyd, the ga- 
rage owner and father. His 
comic timing is impeccable 
and his character is both fas- 
cinating and repulsive. 



Simon Joynes, who is also 
the production manager at 
Sudbury Theatre Centre, 
oozes charm and the good life 
as Stephen, the salesman.

L.U. Museum and Arts Centre 

According to the Art Gallery of Ontario in Toronto, an expected $6 million shortfall to its 
operating base threatens the education and outreach programs which benefit the public art 
galleries in the Sudbury community. 

The Art Gallery of Ontario is an agency of the Province of Ontario. 

"If the Art Gallery of Ontario fails to get this ($6 million) increase,** says the AGO, "education 
and outreach programs will be terminated, including future exhibitions to the Laurentian 
University Museum and Art Centre." 

Since 1968, the L.U.M. A.C. at 25 1 John Street has borrowed 1 10 art exhibitions from the Art 
Gallery of Ontario. 

The termination of AGO outreach programming would have a serious impact on the quality 
of programming offered at the Art Centre — of the 20 to 25 art exhibitions offered annually by 
the L.U.M. A.C, four to five a year are organized by or with the assistance of the AGO. This 
includes "Artists and Their Work" exhibitions. 

In the past few years alone, AGO exhibitions have brought to Sudbury international 
masterpieces by artists like Picasso, Monet, and Renoir, among many others. 

*The 1 6,000 works in the AGO *s permanent collection are held in trust for all Ontarians," says 
Glenn Lowry , Director of the AGO. "The people of Sudbury have a right to see and enjoy these 
works in their own community at the L.U.M. A.C." 

The AGO leads the art galleries in the province in the ability to provide excellent catalogues 
and support materials for their exhibitions. Their publications provide essential research for 
Ontario artists, both historical and contemporary. 

One of the AGO's vital links with art galleries in other areas of the province is the "Artists and 
Their Works" program. 

Over the years, this highly interactive program has allowed the L.U.M. A.C. to bring 45 rising 
Canadian artists and exhibitions of theirnewest work to Sudbury. While here, the visiting artists 
talk face-to- face to area school children and artists.

When I took over the job of Editor-in- 
Chief of Lambda, I had one goal in mind; to 
make Lambda a good student newspaper. Be- 
fore taking this job, I had been to a national 
conference of student newspapers and while I 
didn't like too many of people that I met, for 
political and personal reasons, I was impressed 
with the newspapers that they put out. For 
several years, Lambda was the joke of the 
Laurentian campus. It was almost completely 
devoid of any meaningful content, the layout 
was so shoddy that it made the paper almost 
unreadable, and simple surface errors were 
numerous. In one year we have come a long 
way. Content in the paper is improved, we 
started doing all layout on the computer, mak- 
ing it look much better, but the problem with 
surface errors still persists. After a year of 
working as hard as I possibly could to make my 
one simple goal come true, I am sad to say that 
as Editor-in-Chief, I have been a complete and 
utter failure. 

A lot of people around here, people in 
administration and students who have been 
around a for a few years, are fond of telling me 
what an improvement the paper has been this 
year. When I hear these comments I smile and 
take it for what it is. To say that the paper is 
vastly improved over recent years is true. Un- 
fortunately, the paper in recent years had been 
so bad that it couldn 't help but be improved. To 
say that the paper better, is not the same as 
saying it's good. 

I wish that everything could have been 
better, but it was not for lack of trying. If people 
have noticed that the paper is a bit more contro- 
versial this year than it has been in the past, it is 
because of a conscious effort on my part. The 
second issue this year featured a story that I 
thought would stir things up a bit. I wrote an 
article about how the Endless Summer concert 
went $30,000 in the red. The only written re- 
sponses was from someone who wrote to tell 
me that I spelled Colin James* name wrong 
(among other things), and a letter from Mark 
Green blaming the concert's deficit on the stu- 
dents who didn't attend. Later this year an 
article by Michael Edgar explaining that Sci- 
ence courses are harder than Arts courses in- 
voked all kinds of response. 

This year I went out to cover the 'visual 
AIDS' display at the TNO (a collection of 
AIDS education posters from all over the world). 
In one of the issues we featured some photo- 
graphs of those posters which included a shot of 
two men engaged in oral sex. We never re- 
ceived a single response from that, but that 
event brought a frosh into the Lambda office. A 
young Economics major by the name of Adam 
Lanteigne. He wrote several articles this year, 
ripping off segments from a movie called The 
Butcher's Wife, expressing his (and other's) 
ideas about love and relationships. Most of the 
time I couldn *t understand a thing that he was 
writing about, but he did receive a very nice 
letter from someone congratulating him on his 
sensitivity and several calls from professors. 

Not too long ago, I put a picture of my 
naked bum hidden behind a small picture of the 
Toronto skyline, on the front page, to protest of

the banning of the band, Bare Naked La- ' 
dies, at the Toronto new years eve celebra- 
tion. The only letter I received on that 
subject was a point of clarification to the 
article that I wrote.

Quite 
recently Lambda printed a front page that 
urged off-campus students to get out and 
vote. I felt that people needed to be jolted 
into some kind of action. For years, Off- 
campus students have been told to eat 
shitburgers around here and I thought that 
maybe, just once, off-campus students 
would take matters into their own hands 
and elect a president who understood their 
needs and would do something about it 
This created a huge outcry. Several people 
have written letters and one student, Dave 
Blenkairn, started screaming at me as I 
went into the Lambda office on student 
street a few weeks ago. Since the original 
incident, I have milked this controversy for 
all it's worth and wrote a bogus apology 
that really created an uproar. The funniest 
part of the whole thing was the "Press 
Committee" that was formed in secret to 
try and figure out a way to "make the editor 
of Lambda responsible to a higher author- 
ity." After a few meetings were held, Dave 
McGuire came and asked me to attend one. 
I even received a mildly threatening phone 
call at home over "The Apology". The 
caller didn't identify himself, but he did 
say that he was a Ted Clarke supporter, so 
I figure he lives in UC. 

Many people have asked me for an 
apology for this incident. They should know 
that I only ever apologize when I think that 
I've done something wrong. For some rea- 
son many people took that front page as a 
personal attack on Ted Clarke. I shouldn't 
have to remind them that he was not the 
only on -campus candidate running in these 
SGA elections. Others have asked, what I 
have against Ted Clarke. When I decided 
to do this it was because I felt that the last 
thing that this university needed was an- 
other clown from UC leading the parade. If 
you want to know what I have against Ted 
Clarke, you need only look at the interview 
that was published in last week's Lambda 
He says that "Being the SGA president is 
completely different from being president 
of UC. In UC you have a captive audience 
of 240 residents..." The last time I checked, 
UC members included 240 people in resi- 
dence and a thousand people who live off- 
campus (of which I am one). I couldn't 
give a damn about what Ted Clarke has 
promised, I already know what he's failed 
to deliver. 

If there is one thing that I have 
learned this past year it's that putting to- 



gether a student newspaper is not about one 
person. It is about dozens of people, writing 
and working together to make the paper the 
best it can possibly be. It would be nice to 
blame my failure this year on other people, 
but I can't do that. It is not enough that I 
worked hard, I had to convince others to work 
hard as well. This year a few staffers worked 
hard, others did not Next year, if there is a 
large group of people at Lambda who work 
together, instead of a group that works against 
each other, then the paper will be good. If the 
staff is not there for each other, then the paper 
will be a piece of shit. 

To conclude this little monologue, I 
would like to comment on not being re- 
elected as Editor-in-Chief this year. While I 
do feel that I have been betrayed by people 
that I thought were my friends, I can ' t say that 
the outcome of this has been totally negative. 
Being editor of Lambda is a very demanding 
job and it's possible that I may just be better 
off without it. I also can't really blame the 
staff who voted against me for doing what 
they did. I'm not a very nice guy to work with. 
I'm egotistical, demanding, arrogant, self 
righteous, and I almost always think that I'm 
right. Some people could probably add a few 
descriptive to that list, but I don't want to 
accused of being verbose (Too late?). Not 
that being stabbed in the back didn't hurt. 
This past year I would like to think that 
Lambda needed me. The truth is I needed 
Lambda. Nevertheless, it's over now. My 
contact with Lambda will be severed when 
my term as editor is up. Next year I will 
neither contribute to Lambda, nor criticize 
the work of the new staff. I know how hard it 
is, but I can't bring myself to be associated 
with a paper whose staff conspired to have 
me removed as editor. Next year I'll find 
something else to occupy my time. To con- 
clude this, my final contribution to this paper, 
I would like to quote a poem by Robert Frost; 

The Road Not Taken 
Two roads diverged in a yellow wood, 
And sorry I could not travel both 
And be one traveler, long I stood 
And looked down one as far as I could 
To where it bent in the undergrowth;
